The Dallas Morning News, Oc- 
tober 11, had an article on an in- 
teresting event. Here we give the 
first three paragraphs: 


“TWO GROUPS DISCHARGED 
BY BAPTISTS 

“The Dallas Baptist Association 
struck two churches from its ros- 
ter Thursday after a committee 
said they had not followed regular 
policy and used ‘common sense’ 
in mission donations. 


“The association, numbering 
around 140,000 Dallas County Bap- 
tists—the biggest concentration 
of Baptists anywhere—opened a 
2-day annual meeting at the Park 
Cities Baptist Church. 

“The association removed the 
Miller Road Baptist Church in 
Garland and the Open Door Bap- 
tist Church at 10315 Lake June 
in Dallas from the DBA roster.” 

Neither of the churches was 
warned in any way of the in- 
tended expulsion. Pastor Jack 
Hyles of the Miller Road Bap- 
tist Church was present but was 
not asked to speak nor consulted. 
Dr. T. L. Holcomb, retired after 
long years as secretary of the 
Southern Baptist Sunday School 
Board, urged “a more brotherly 
approach” to the situation, with 
others, but was voted down. 

Pastor Joe Boyd, president of 


the Baptist Evangelistic Schools, 
is pastor of the Open Door Bap- 
tist Church and was out of town. 


The Miller Road Baptist Church 
in about five years’ existence has 
grown to 3,200 members and for 
the last two years has led the 
30,000 churches of the Southern 
Baptist Convention in the number 
of converts baptized. Last year 
they baptized 704, far more than 
any Other church in the Dallas 
area. The church supports 27 for- 
eign missionaries, besides giving 
regularly to the Southern Baptist 
Foreign Mission Board. 

The Dallas Times Herald for 
Monday, October 14, had the fol- 
lowing report: 


“GARLAND MINISTER HITS BAPTIST 
GROUP IN CHURCH OUSTER 
“GARLAND-—A young Garland 

minister has charged the Dallas 

Baptist Assn. with ‘underhand 

tactics’ in ousting his congregation 

from membership. 

“Rev. Jack Hyles, speaking 
Sunday to 1,500 members of his 
Miller Road Baptist Church in 
Garland, said reasoning used by 
the 190-church association was 
unsound and a ‘stab in the back.’ 

“He was referring to action tak-

The Drama of Life 


In Three Acts 


By Evangelist R. A. Torrey 
Associate of D. L. Moody; Died 1925 


“A certain man had two.sons.”’—Luke 15:2. 


My subject tonight is the Drama of Life in Three Acts. 
The Lord Jesus Christ is the author of the Drama, and it 
surpasses anything that was ever put on the stage in concise- 
ness, in point, in height and depth, and fullness and beauty 
of meaning, in pathos and in power. 


The Dramatis Personae of the 
drama are four—-God, two men 
and the Devil. There are three 
acts in the drama: the First Act, 
Wandering; the Second Act, Des- 
olation; and the Third Act, The 
Wanderer’s Return. There is a 
Fourth Act, but with that we have 
nothing to do tonight. 


Act L—Wandering; or the 
Nature of Sin 


In the first act there are two 
scenes: 


Scene 1.—A beautiful home, a 
spacious mansion, with everything 
to meet every desire of the hearts 
of its occupants. An aged father, 
whose countenance is full of nobil- 
ity, and wisdcm, and kindness, a 
remarkable blending of strength 
and tenderness. He is in earnest 
conversation with the younger’: of 
his two sons. This younger son 
is tired of the restraints of home. 
He has heard of the gaiety in a 
distant country, and he longs to 
break the trammels of his father’s 
guardian care, and to see the 
sights and enjoy the pleasures of 
this new land. And he cries im- 
patiently, “‘Father, give me the 
portion of thy goods that falleth 
to me.’ A look of inexpressible 
pain ‘passes over the gentle face 
of the aged father, but he grants 


the son’s request. 


Scene 2.—A_  leave-taking, a 


home-leaving. The younger son 
has gathered all his property to- 
gether, got it into as portable a 
form as possible, and is taking his 
journey to the far country. It is 
a beautiful spring morning, the 
birds are singing sweetly, the air 
is fragrant with the perfume of 
spring flowers, the young man’s 
voice is full of gladness and good 
cheer, and with light and tripping 
step he wends his way down the

The word “Antichrist” is given 
to us in I John 2:18, “Little chil- 
dren. it is the last time: and as 


ye have heard that antichrist shall | 


come, even now are there many 
antichrists; whereby we know that 
it is the last time.” 

“Anti” means against. There is 
coming one who is against Christ. 
The Word tells us that this per- 
son will reveal himself after 
Holy Spirit has been taken out 
of the way. 

“For the mystery of iniquity 
doth already work: only he who 
now letteth will let, 
taken out of the way. 
shall that Wicked be revealed, 
whom the Lord shall consume 
with the spirit of his mouth, and 
shall destroy with the brightness 
of his coming: Even him, whose 
coming is after the working of 
Satan with all

deceivableness of unrighteousness 
in them that perish; because they 
received not the love of the truth, 
that they might be saved.’—II 
Thess. 2:7-10. 

The Antichrist will be a man 
of great power and authority, and 
will be the personal agent of Sa- 
tan himself. The Antichrist will 
be revealed in all his wonder- 
working. power after the rapture 
of the saints and the taking away 
of the Holy Spirit. Therefore, the 
Antichrist will have. his great 
period in the seven years between 
the rapture of the saints and the 


revelation of Christ, this period 
which is known as the Great 
‘Tribulation. 

Someone might ask, “What is 


the purpose back of all of this?” 
The answer is simple but terriblv 
tragic. It is the work of Satan 
who has always sought to destroy 
Him and His work. Satan wants 
to rule over this earth; therefore, 
he will take a man out of this 
world and clothe him with great 
power and set him on high. Satan

| I. His Names 
| In II Thessalonians 2 he is 
called ‘man of sin and the son of 


| perdition.’ Because of this name, 
“the son of perdition,’”” some peo- 
ple think that the Antichrist will 
ibe Judas reincarnated. Judas was 
,also called the son of perdition. 
| We cannot be sure of this, but 
it is certainly something to think 
| about. He is called also “the prince 
that shall come” in Daniel 9:26, 
'and in Daniel 11:36 he is referred 
‘to as ‘the king that shall do ac- 
cording to his will.’ In Revelation 
13:1 he is referred to as a beast 
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rising up out of the sea. These 
are some of the names given to 
this Man of Sin, the Antichrist. 


II. His Characteristics and 


Work 
It is evident from the Scriptures 
that he will possess unlimited 


power. For a picture of this we 
have only to think of the power 
of demon-possessed men of _his- 
tory, such as Nebuchadnezzar, 
Alexander, Caesar, Napoleon, Ne- 
ro, Rasputin, and the power of re- 
cent dictators, Hitler, Mussolini, 
and Stalin. 

This coming world dictator will 
have all the power of past dicta- 
tors and more, too. He will work 
along the same lines and will 
abolish personal liberty, free 
speech, freedom of the press, the 
right of assembly; he will reject 
the authority of God, and will 
persecute the Jews. The Antichrist 
will be energized by Satan, and 
Satan will give to him power to 
perform signs, wonders, and mira- 
cles. 

Notice also that he will oppose 
God and Christ. He will be against 
all that is called God—not only 
against the true God, but against 
heathen gods as well. He will 
tread all religion under his feet, 
and will set himself up as the only 
object of adoration. He will try 
to prove to himself and to the 
world that he is God. “Who op- 
poseth and exalteth himself above 
all that is called God, or that is 
worshipped; so that he as God 
sitteth in the temple of God, 
shewing himself that he is God” 
(II Thess. 2:4). 

The Antichrist will be a man of 
war. “And it was given unto him 
to make war with the saints, and 
to overcome them: and power was 
given him over all kindreds, and 
tongues and nations” (Rev. 13:7). 
War will be the natural element 
of the beast, for remember that 
Satan has chosen this man to head 
the armies of the earth, and to 
bring them together at Armaged- 
don. 

The Antichrist will 
whole world for*a time. 

“And the king shall do accord- 
ing to his will; and he shall exalt 
himself, and magnify himself 
above every god, and shall speak 
marvellous things against the God 
of gods, and shall prosper ti the 
indignation be accomplished: for 
that that is determined shall be 
done.”—Dan.

“And all that dwell upon the 
earth shall worship him, whose 
names are not written in the book 
of life of the Lamb slain from the 
foundation of the world.’’—Rev.

A few years ago it would have 
seemed impossible for one person 
to rule the earth, but now after 
what we have seen, we know that 
it is possible. It has already been 
demonstrated that one man, as- 
sisted by a small minority, can 
take over a whole nation of mil- 
lions of people. This was done in 
Germany, in Italy, and in Russia. 
Now, with the atomic bomb, we 
can easily see how one person, 
with control of the atomic bomb, 
could rule the entire world. When

Other great times of emotional!

What would you think of a fath- 
er who murdered his twelve-year- 
.old daughter in a fit of anger, 
then commented, “TJ'here goes one 
million bucks,” as her body was 
being= carried from the home? 
Such was the case with Robert O. 
Blakely, a forty-year-old unem- 
ployed iceman who killed his 
twelve-year-old. heiress . daughter 
in San Francisco recently. 


The girl, Nancy, had been left 


god- father, a sea captain who died 
seven years ago. Neighbors re- 
ported that Blakely had not held 
a job for a year-and-a-half and 
that the family had been living on 
the income from the girl’s trust 
fund. The coroner reported his 
autopsy showed death was caused 
by brain injuries “resulting from 
a blow or blows, or jarring of the 
head.” He added that the girl’s 
body contained many bruises both 
old and new, and a gash on the 
cheek. 


The father testified he had 
knocked his frail daughter down, 
then noticed she “looked funny.” 
He then put her on the bed and 
ordered her to “snap out of it,” 
but when she failed to respond, 
the father told police, “I got a 
headlock on her and squeezed her 
against (my) chest until her eyes 
bulged out.’”’ The mother’s version 
was that her husband “picked up 
the child and threw her across 
the hall, cracking her head against 
a corner of the wall.” The girl 
was an honor student at school. 

What a grim reminder this is 
of Paul’s admonition to. Timothy: 
“This know also, that in the last 
days perilous times shall come. 
For men shall be lovers of their 


own selves . . unthankful, un- 
holy, Without natural affection 
. incontinent, fierce .. .” (II 


Tim. 3:1-3). Yet two truths about 
our wonderful Lord stood out in 
my mind when I read this story 
in a Sacramento, California, pa- 
per: (1) God loves this man whom 
I fear I could not love, as wicked 
and cruel as he is! John 3:16 
guarantees God’s love for him. (2) 
As wicked as this father is—with 
his own daughter’s blood on his 
hands and apparently unrepentant 
—he could be saved if he wanted 
to be saved, through repentance 
and faith! Hebrews 7:25 and 
Romans 10:13 are just sample 
proofs that with God there are no 
impossible cases!

The Pornography Racket 


The gallant director of our Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation, J. 
Edgar Hoover, recently made a 
strong plea in This Week maga- 
zine to wipe out the racket in 
pornography by peddlers of this 
poison who operate in our school 
yards. Calling it a $500,000,000-a- 
year lucrative business, he’ stated 
that its success was due to its 
wholesale invasion of the areas 
where our young people congre- 
gate and that “no child is be- 
yond its reach.” 


Mr. Hoover lamented the fact 
psychiatrists have spent years de- 
bating over whether exposure to 
pornography is an original cause 
of sex crimes or simply an ac- 
companying symptom. He warned, 
“T say that we can no longer af- 
ford to wait for the answer! What 
we do know is that in an over- 
whelmingly large number of cases 
sex crime is associated wit por- 
nography.”’ 

Calling attention to the fact 
that sex crimes are rising rapidly 
in America, he stated that a study 
made concerning arrests in a 
group of cities during 1953 showed 
46 of every 100,000 persons in our 
urban population were arrested 
for sex crimes, not counting pros- 
titution. The following year the 
rate of those arrests rose to 51 
out of every 100,000, and in 1955 
it rose to 54 arrests per 100,000 
population. Said he: “On the basis 
of offenses known to police, a 
study of 353 American cities re- 
veals that rapes have increased 
101 per cent since 1939. Law au- 
thorities know, too, that probably 
less than half of these cases are 
reported to police.” 

Coming back to -this major 
cause of the sex crime rate rise, 
Mr. Hoover said: “It is appalling 
that an entire community can 
work itself into a hysteria of out- 
rage against the sex-criminal him- 
self, and yet tend to regard the 
man who helped trigger the crimi- 
nal as only a contemptible hu- 
man being, better ignored than 
punished .. . It seems to me that 
the peddler who assaults our chil- 
dren’s. minds is as clearly a sex- 
ual offender as the man who mo- 
lests the child’s body.” 

Mr. Hoover offered a_ three- 
point program against the porno- 
graphic literature racket: (1) 
Keep your eyes open; (2) Support 
realistic penalties against the ped- 
diers; and (3) Help provide 
healthy attitudes to young people.

Be 
a good boy now’’—that would be 
tender mercy. I think we Chris- 
tian people could learn something 
about that. We need lessons in 
this matter.

servative Baptist Theological 
Seminary, Dr. Richard V. Clear- 
waters, pastor and president. We 
had a blessed time. The new Sem- 
inary, with 49 strong ministerial 
students, is doing great good. Dr. 
Clearwaters and his good faculty 
are doing a blessed work. They 
are carrying on, in part, the work 
originally begun by Dr. W. B. 
Riley in the Northwestern . Bible 
School and Seminary. (The 
Northwestern Schools have now 
been reduced to one liberal arts 
college.) 


It was a joy to visit also Pills- 
bury Baptist Bible College at 
Owatonna, Minnesota. When the 
Minnesota Baptist Convention left 
the American Baptist Convention 
and went with Conservative Bap- 
tists, modernists tried to steal this 
school which was then a military 
academy, but the courts held that 
the school belonged to the Minne- 
sota Baptist Convention. It is now 
a good Bible college with 106 stu- 
dents the first year. Dr. E. D. 
Simpson is doing good work as 
dean, there is a noble and ade- 
quate faculty. The college has 
about a million-dollar campus, a 
quarter-million dollar endowment, 
and no debt. The costs are moder- 
ate, and here is a fine place for 
young people to get a Bible col- 
lege education, with degree. 


It was also a great joy to spend 
Thursday, October 24 with Dr. 
Tom Malone, Emmanuel Baptist 
Church, and the Midwestern Bap- 
tist Seminary and Christian 
schools at Pontiac, Michigan. 
There was a tremendous crowd 
of Christian workers. Tables were 
prepared at noon for more than 
300, and some had to wait for the 
second table! Preachers came 
from all over Michigan and from 
Ohio and Indiana. It was wonder- 
ful to speak to that great audi- 
torium nearly full twice on Thurs- 
day. Other speakers were Dr. Jim 
Mercer, evangelist; Dr. B. R. 
Lakin; and Dr. Dallas Billington 
who was engaged in revival serv- 
ices with the church.

designated funds to the Southern 
Baptist Co-operative Program. 

The official insistence that peo- 
ple shall give without designation 
to the Co-operative Program and 
let the money be spent by de- 
nominational leaders as they de- 
termine, whether schools’ and 
workers are true to Christ and 
the Bible’ or not, has so discour- 
aged Southern Baptists that they, 
despite constant stress on giving, 
are among the lowest per capita 
givers of all major denominations, 
according to the Southern Baptist 
Handbook official figures, with 
total per capita gifts to foreign 
missions in recent years averag- 
ing $1.17, $1.19, ete. 

The Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion Annual for 1956 on page 100, 
shows that of some $18 million, 
total receipts for Southwide caus- 
es, more than a third, over $6% 
million, were designated. In Texas, 
almost the same amount was giv- 
en through the Co-operative Pro- 
gram undesignated as that desig- 
nated, slightly more than $2 mil- 
lion each! And that despite con- 
stant pressure against designation

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We believe that Baptist lead- 
ers, jealous over the successes of 
these two remarkable soul-win- 
ning pastors and their churches, 
and jealous over their leadership 
among Baptists everywhere, de- 
termined to make them an exam- 
ple of what would happen to oth- 
ers who did not support the whole 
Co-operative Program without 
comment or designation. 

Does the expulsion from the 
Dallas County Association mean 
that these churches will not be 
acceptable in the Texas Baptist 
Convention and in the Southern 
Baptist Convention? We believe 
the proper answer is that the ex- 
pulsion of these churches does re- 
present the position of Baptist 
leaders throughout the South, but 
that position does not represent 
the. feeling of the mass of South- 
ern Baptists.

What is the big issue among 
Southern Baptist leaders?

The Miller Road Baptist Church 
led the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion in the last two years in soul 
winning, baptizing last year 704 
converts. A few years back, the 
ereat Highland Park Baptist 
Chureh of Chattanooga, Tennes- 
see, led the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention (with over 1,200 converts 
baptized yearly). It was turned 
out of its local association, too, 
beeause it maintained a Baptist 
school and about 135 missionaries, 
besides giving regularly $3,600 a 
year to the Co-operative Program 
and supporting some other con- 
vention causes.

avenue from the old home, little 
thinking of the father who watch- 
es him with moist eyes and lonely 
heart as he leaves the front gate 
and goes out into a false and 
cruel world. 


In these two scenes we have a 
picture of the nature, beginnings 
and growth of sin. The father in 
the drama is God; the son, man 
wandering from God. The son 
wished to have his own way; he 
was tired of the restraints of his 
father’s control. He desired to get 
away from his father that he 
might do as he pleased. 

That is where sin begins—in a 
desire to be independent of God, 
in a desire to have our own way, 
in a desire to do as we please. The 
essence of sin is in a desire to do 
what we please, rather than be 
constantly looking to God and 
asking Him what pleases Him. Is 
there any man or woman here to- 
night who wishes to do as he or 
she pleases? They have the begin- 
nings of sin in their heart. Now, 
what you please to do may be 
upright, may be moral, may be 
very refined, but the desire to do 
your own will is the heart and 
essence and substance of sin. 

There are different classes of 
sinners and different forms of sin. 
There is sin that is coarse, and 
there is sin that is refined.- There 
is sin that is low and vulgar, and 
there is sin that is genteel and 
elegant. But all sin is alike in es- 
sence. It is man seeking to be 
independent of God, man seeking 
to have his own way; that is 
where sin begins, that is the very 
essence of sin. 

The second scene represents to 
us the growth of sin. The son did 
not leave home at once. His heart 
was in the far country already, 
but he still stayed at home. But 
not very long. Not many days 
after his feet followed where his 
heart had already gone. That is 
the story of sin in every instance. 
When a man starts out in thy 
path of sin, starts out to have his 
own way, he does not give up all 
communion with God at once. He 
still goes to church occasionally, 
reads his Bible occasionally, prays 
now and then, but less and less as 
the days go by, until at last he 
begins to wonder whether there 
is any God, begins to listen to 
voices that say there is no God, 
and last of all, blatantly cries, ““No 
God, no divine Christ, no inspired 
Bible, no God!” 

How far have you got on that 
path of sin? Are you just starting 
out? Are you seeking your own 
pleasure, but still keeping up some 
form of communion with God, 
still attending the house of God 
now and then, opening the Bible 
now and then, praying now and 
then, but less and less; or have 
you got farther down that road, 
down where you are never found 
in the house of God, never read 
your Bible, never go to God in 
prayer? Or have you got away 
off into the far country, where 
you say, “There is no God, the 
Bible is not the Word of God, 
Jesus Christ is not the Son of 
God”? How far have you got down 
the path of sin? 


Will you notice before we leave 
this Act that the father granted 
the younger son’s request. He 
knew how the boy would use the 
money, but he also knew that the 
only way for him to learn wisdom 
was in the bitter school of experi- 
ence. This is precisely the way 
that God deals with us. If a man 
desires to live independently of 
God, God lets him do it. God does 
not’ force a man into a life of 
communion with Himself, and con- 
scious dependence on Himself; He 
gives us our choice and gives us 
our powers to make a living, and 
if we wish to live without com- 
munion with Him, He allows us 
to do it. If we can only learn the 
folly of living away from God by 
bitter experience, God lets us have 
the experience. 


Act I1.—Desolation; or, the 
Fruits of Sin 


Scene 1.—It is a gay one. The 
young man has reached the far 
country, and life is one constant 
round of pleasure—balls, wine 
suppers, races, card parties, thea- 
ters, operas. All kinds of amuse- 
moents—innocent and sinfiul—are 


the order of the day. Every day 


is a day of gaiety and every night 
a night of dissipation, and the 
young fellow is having a right 
royal time. Oftentimes he looks 
back on the quiet home life. Ah, 
how humdrum it was! How he 
pities his elder brother staying 
home there in all that dull life! 


Scene 2.—The scene shifts. He 
is still in the city, but the boom 
has burst; hard times have come, 
men are out of work, famine 
stalks the street. On every corner 
there are little groups of men in 
ragged clothes, with pinched 
faces, with starvation looking out 
of their eyes, standing around 
trying to earn a chance penny by 
doing odd jobs, and our friend is 
among the company. “There arose 
a mighty famine in that land, and 
he began to be in want.” 

Scene 3.—A rural scene, but 
not a pleasant one. A great pas- 
ture, but not .a blade of grass. 
In the prolonged drought every 
spear of grass has withered. In 
the midst of the field stands a 
lonely carob tree, from which 
hang the long pods covered with 
dust; a herd of gaunt, hungry 
swine are nosing about in the sand 
looking for stray carob beans. Our 
friend stands underneath the tree 
looking eagerly up at the carob 
beans, for “he would fain have 
filed his belly with the husks 
that the swine did eat.” At last, 
driven by hunger, but at the same 
time weakened by it, he wearily 
climbs the tree, and shakes it un- 
til the pods fall from its branches, 
but the hogs have devoured them 
before he can reach the ground. 
Again and again he climbs the 
tree, but with the same result. and 
at last he falls upon the ground 
in despair, starving, “and no man 
gave unto him.” 

In these scenes of the parable, 
we gave a picture of the fruits 
of sin. The first fruit of sin is 
pleasure; the young man had a 
good time at first. There are 
those who tell us that there is no 
pleasure in sin, but I will not tell 
you that; first, because you would 
not believe me if I did. You have 
tried sin and found pleasure in it. 
I will not tell you that there is 
no pleasure in sin, because I 
know it is not true. I tried sin and 
found pleasure in it. I will not 
tell you there is no pleasure in 
sin, because the Bible does not 
say so. It is true that the Bible 
says, “There is no peace for the 
wicked,” and you know that is 
true, or, if vou dom't know it 
now, you will before very long 
3ut the Bible does not say that 
there is no pleasure in sin.. On 
the contrary, the Bible speaks in 
Hebrews 11 of “the pleasures of 
sin.”’ Of course it adds that they 
are only “for a season,” very short 
lived. There is pleasure in sin. 

Someone has said—I think it 
was Mark Guy PearsSe—that the 
Devil is not such a fool as to go 
fishing without bait. The pledsures 
of sin are the Devil’s bait. But, 
mind you, the Devil’s bait always 
has a hook in it. He is dangling 
his bait before some of you here 
tonight. “Oh,” he says, “don’t be- 
come a Christian; you will have 
to give up this; the ball-room, 
look at this; the theatre, look at 
this; the card-party and its plea- 
sures, look at this.” And tonight, 
if you will snatch the Devil’s bait, 
the first you know you will have 
the Devil’s hook in your gills, 
and you will be on the bottom of 
the Devil’s boat, beneath a pitiless 
sun, floating out over the sea of a 
hopeless eternity. 


The second fruit of sin is want. 
“He began to be in want.” That 
is always the second result of sin 
—want, famine, starvation. Often- 
times they come in a very literal 
form. How many men there are in 
London tonight without a decent 
coat to their backs, without a 
meal in their stomachs, without 
a place to lay their heads, who 
once had plenty. 

A friend of mine pointed out 
to me a man one night in Chicago. 
He said, “Do you see that poor 
fellow there all curled up near 
the stove, with his uncombed hair 
and ragged clothes? That man 
used to be a Congressman of this 
district.” Fast times followed by 
hard times. But it does not always 
come that way. There is many a 
man living in sin who has plenty 
of monev, plenty to eat, plenty to 
drink, plenty to put on, plenty of 


all material things; nevertheless, 
want comes. There is other famine 
besides temporal famine. There is 
other starvation besides physical 
starvation. A man has a soul as 
well as a belly, though a good 
many men in London live as if 
they did not believe it; but it is 
a fact. The human soul is so large, 
so vast, so glorious that God only 
can fill it, and away from God 
there is starvation. Augustine was 
right when he said, ““Thou, O Lord, 
hast made us for thyself, and our 
soul is never satisfied until it 
resteth in thyself.” Away from 
God there is barrenness; away 
from God is an aching void; away 
from God is the bottomless abyss 
of insatiable desire; away from 
God is woe, woe, woe! 

Look at that young*fellow as 
he sits there in his tatters and 
with uncombed hair, the hunger of 
his stomach looking out of his 
half-crazy eyes, and see in that 
wretched prodigal a picture of 
your soul, a picture of every soul 
in this hall tonight who is away 
from God. 


How well I remember a day 
and a night in my own life. I 
had started out one afternoon to 
have an afternoon and night of 
pleasure. With a little company 
of chosen companions I was in a 
hali that had been fitted up at 
great cost for pleasure. For a few 
moments I had left my gay com- 
panions, and I stood in the dis- 
tance leaning against a pillar and 
looking at them yonder. And oh, 
there was such a cry, such an ach- 
ing void, such a mysterious de- 
spair in my heart, that I leaned 
up against the pillar of that mag- 
nificent hall and I groaned in the 
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Wholesale and retail. Gold stamping, thumb 
index.

I 
shook it all off and went right 
back to spend the afternoon and 
night as I had started out to spend 
it. What a fool I was! 


The third fruit of sin is de- 
gradation and slavery. “He went 
and joined himself to a citizen 
of that country, and he sent him 
into his fields to feed swine; and 
he would fain have filled his belly 
with the husks that the swine did 
eat, and no man gave unto him.” 
Jesus was speaking to Jews, and 
if there is any position low and 
degrading in the sight of a Jew 
it is that of a swine-herd. Christ 
meant this, that you and I have 
our choice between being God's 
sons and hog-tenders to the Devil. 
That is the choice open to every 
man here tonight. That young 
man might have been a son in 
his father’s home, in glad, ennob- 
ling and well-requited service, but 
instead of that he is hog-tender 
to a stranger. It is open to you 
to be a child of God in full and 
joyous surrender to His will, in 
glad and ennobling and well-re- 
quited service, or to be hog-tender 
to the Devil. 

Men say, “I will not be a Chris- 
tian. I want my own way.” You 
cannot have it; no man has his 
own way. It is either God's way 
or the Devil's. You can’t have your 
own way—unless you make God’s 
way your own. Young man, which 
will you choose tonight? To be a 
child of God, or to be a swine-herd 
for Satan? 


Act I11.—The Wanderer’s 
Return; or the Remedy 
for Sin 

to the third and 
last act of the drama. There are 
two scenes. The first scene is 
the same lonely field. The young 
man sits beneath the carob tree 
with his face in his hands and in 
despair. He begins to think. Vi- 
sions of the old home come before 
him. He sees his noble father; he 
sees the well-laden table; he sees 
the well-fed servants, and bitterly 
he cries, “How many hired serv- 
ants of my father’s have bread 
enough and to spare, and I [his 
son| perish with hunger!” and 
his face sinks deeper into his 
hands. Then he lifts his head with 
the light of a new hope in his 
eyes, and he cries, “I will arise 
and go to my father, and will 
say unto him, Father, I have 
sinned against heaven and before 
thee, and am no more worthy to 
be called thy son: make me as 
one of thy hired servants.” And 
he arose and came to his Father. 
This is God's picture of the reme- 
dy for sin. Notice what it is. 

In the first place he began to 
think—that is where salvation be- 
gins, in thinking. People say that 
Christianity is blind faith: not a

bit of it. Christianity is a rational | 
faith that comes from §honest, 
candid, close thought. He began 


to think. Men often say to me, “I 
am not a Christian because I think 
for myself.” My dear friend, you 
are not a Christian because you 
don’t think for yourself. You don’t 
think, and you know you don’t. 
For every man who is not a Chris- 
tian because he thinks for him- 
self, I will show you a hundred 
who are not Christians because 
they don’t and won't think~ for 
themselves. 

What is the trouble with you 
who are out of Christ? The simple 
trouble is that you won't think. 
You are bound not to think. You 
deliberately refuse to read every 
book that would make you think. 
You-go down to hear some infidel 
lectures because vou think that 
will prevent you thinking, because 
they stuff you with irrational non- 
sense. At a meeting like this you 
will go out when the preaching 
becomes too pointed and you are 
compelled to think; some of you 
would do it now if you dared. 
If I could get you men and wom- 
en who are out of Christ to think 
for thirty consecutive minutes, I 
would get you saved. The trouble 
is you are bound not to think. 
A stubborn refusal to think is 
sending tens of thousands of the 
men of Great Britian down to 
iperdition.

The comparative positions of a 
child, or even a servant, of God 
and a servant of the Devil; that 
is the thing to think about. I 
wish I could get a good and faith- 
ful servant of Christ and a faith- 
ful servant of the Devil to stand 
together on this platform tonight 
and just let you look at the two. 
Pick out the best servant of the 
Devil you know in London, and 
then pick out the most faithful 
servant of Jesus 
Christ that you know; then make 
a call on them the same day, and 
study their faces. If this does not 
make a Christian of you, it is be- 
cause you are not willing to give 
up sin. Compare the lot of the 
child of God and that of. the serv- 
ant of the Devil. 


But, friends, he did not stop 
with thinking; his thought bright- 
ened into resolution. He said, “I 
will arise and go.” It is not 
enough to think, you must re- 
solve; there are people here to- 
night who have thought of this

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question often and who know just 
as well as I do that they ought 
to be Christians, but they never 
come to the point of resolution. 


In my first pastorate there was 
one of our leading men in busi- 
ness and politics whom I know 
very well. I said to him, “John, 
you ought to be a Christian.” 

“I know it,” he replied. 

“I would give everything in the 
world if I were a Christian. I 
know you have got the right of 
it, and the best of it, and I would 


like to be a Christian!” 
“Then,” I said, “John, give me 
your and on it, and take Jesus 


Christ right now.” 

But he never would come to the 
point of resolution. Don’t only 
think; resolve! What are you to 
resolve? “I will arise and go to 
the Father.’ That is the thing; 
come to God, to your Father. 
Come right to Him. 


But notice how to come: come 
with a confession, and say, “I 
have sinned.” That is the only way 
a sinner can come to God—with 
a confession. God is willing to re- 
ceive the vilest sinner on earth 
who will come with a confession 
on his lips. 

The last step is, “He arose and 
came to his Father.” He turned 
his» back on husks and hogs and 
hunger, and turned his face to- 
wards home. Now we come to the 
last scene. The boy is nearing 
home. I don’t know what his 
thoughts may have been by the 
way. He may have had doubts and 
fears, he may have wondered how 
he would be received, he may even 
have thought, “I wish I could fix 
myself up better before’ going 
home.” But he had sense enough 
and he 
right along on his 
journey, and now he is within a 
few miles of home. 

Away off yonder in the hilltop, 
as the sun is setting, stands a 
man, an old man, in the last rays 
of the setting sun, peering off 
into the west. He has often been 
there before; it is the father look- 
ing out into the west for the 
home-coming of the boy who nev- 
er came. The loving father is there 
again, for love never wearies, 
looking out into the west. 

Away down yonder towards the 
horizon he sees a speck. Can it 
be the boy? It grows larger and 
larger; it assumes the proportions 
and form of a man, but not at all 
the boy who left his home; no 
longer is it that rotund form, no 
longer is there the bright glow 
of youth in his face, no longer is 
there the light, tripping step. It 
is the figure of a man prematurely 
old, with sunken cheeks and ema- 
ciated form, clothed in rags and 
sore-footed, limping slowly along 
the road. But those old eves, 
though dim with age, are sharp 
with love. Hear that cry, “My son, 
my son!” 

The aged feet forget their fee- 
bleness. The old man runs and 
falls on the neck of his son and 
kisses him. The son begins to 
stammer out his_ confession: 
“Father, I have sinned against 
heaven and before thee, and am 


kept trudging 


no more worthy to be called thy ( 


son.” But the father won’t hear 
another word. He cries: “Bring 
forth the best robe and put it on 
him, and put a ring on his hand 
and shoes on his feet; and bring 
hither the fatted calf and kill it; 
and let us eat and be merry, for 
this my son was dead and is alive 
again; he was lost and is found.” 


Of what is this a picture? Gop 
—God’s attitude towards the sin- 
ner, Although the son had forgot- 
ten the father, the father had 
never forgotten the son. For many 
years you have forgotten God, but 
God has never forgotten you. You 
have not thought of God for many 
a long day, but there has not been 
a day in which God has not 
thought of you, waiting «to see 
some sign of your home-coming. 
If you turn your back on your 
sin tonight, if you turn your back 
on husks, hogs and hunger, turn 
your face towards God; while you 
are still a great way off, God will 
run to meet you; and there will be 
the best robe of God’s own right- 
eousness in Christ to put on you, 
a ring for your finger, a pledge 
of your sonship; a kiss of recon- 
ciliation for your cheek, shoes of 
the preparation of the Gospel of 
Peace for your feet, and the fat- 
ted calf, typical of the great feast 


of joy and gladness in Jesus 
Christ. Men and women, come 
home tonight. 


I heard years ago a story which 
I have never forgotten. A girl had 
gone astray and had left her home 
for the great city. For some time 
she had continued to write to her 
mother, but after a while her let- 
ters became less i1.equent and at 
last they ceased altogether. The 
mother suspected the worst, and 
came up to the city to search for 
the lost girl. She went to a gentle- 
man who worked in the lower 
parts of the city and asked him, 
“Can you get my daughter for 
me?” 

“Well,” he replied, “I think I 
can, but you will have to do just 
what I tell you.” 


“IT will do anything to get my 
daughter,” she replied. 

“Then,” said the missionary, 
“go to a photographer and have 
your picture taken; have it taken 
large size, and have a hundred of 
them, and bring them to me.” 

After a while the mother came, 
bringing the hundred photographs. 
“Now,” he said, “sit down and 
write underneath each photograph 
just these two words, ‘Come 
4ome,’”’ and the mother sat down 
and wrote. 

“Now,” said the missionary, 
“may I take these photographs 
down into the low parts of the 
city and put them up in the 
saloons and places of infamy?” 

It was a hard thing to ask of 
a pure woman, that her picture 
should be put up to the gaze of 
the outcast and the vile. But the 
mother’s love said ‘“Yes’’—any- 
thing to win the girl. The man 
took them and put them up in a 
hundred dens of infamy. Then he 
said to the mother, “Now go right 
home and wait.” 


A few nights after, a group of 
revellers came into one of the 
places where the mother’s picture 
nung; among the group was the 
lost daughter; who, looking across 
the saloon, saw that picture on 
the wall. It looked familiar. Step- 


ping over to it, she saw in her 
mother’s handwriting the two 
words, “Come home.” She knew 


what it meant; it broke her heart; 
she fled from the saloon and took 
the first train for home, and in a 
few hours she was wrapped in her 
mother’s arms. 


That is what God has done in 
this fifteenth chapter of Luke. He 
has sent down a picture of Him- 
self, a picture of His heart of 
love, of His love for you and me, 
and underneath it God has writ- 
ten, as it were in His own hand- 
writing, these two words, “Come 
home.” 


Will you come tonight? 
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
